The Green DOI IT Hardware Contract makes DOI a government leader in 
meeting requirements under Executive Order 13423 “Strengthening Fed-
eral Environmental, Energy, and Transportation Management,” signed on 
January 24th, 2007.   
 
The new EO has several requirements for electronics stewardship at pur-
chase, maintenance and disposal, including are: annually, 95% of elec-
tronic products purchased must meet Electronic Product Environmental 
Assessment Tool standards where applicable; enable Energy Star® fea-
tures on 100% of computers and monitors; and reuse, donate, sell, or re-
cycle 100% of electronic products using environmentally sound manage-
ment practices. 
 
DOI is well on its way to meeting the 95% purchasing goal thanks to the 
proactive DOI IT Hardware Contract team. The team was an early 
adopter of the Electronic Product Environmental Assessment Tool, using 
it to green the DOI-wide, mandatory source contract.
